Whether  your  order  is  large  or  small,  we  will  take  care  of  it 
promptly  and  satisfactorily. 

GUARANTEE — We  guarantee  all  plants  purchased  from  us 
to  be  true  to  name  and  free  from  injurious  diseases.  In  case 
of  error  we  are  always  ready  to  make  adjustments  quickly  and 
willingly. 

SHIPPING — All  small  plants  such  as  berry  plants,  asparagus 
roots,  etc.  in  lots  up  to  one  hundred  will  be  shipped  parcel  post 
prepaid  at  prices  quoted.  Shrubs,  in  most  cases,  can  be  supplied 
in  larger  sizes  if  shipped  by  express.  Larger  sizes,  of  course, 
mean  better,  stronger  plants.  All  plants  are  packed  in  damp 
moss  and  may  be  left  in  package  for  a few  days  if  weather 
conditions  at  time  of  their  arrival  prevent  planting  at  once. 
Keep  the  plants  cool  and  moist  and  no  harm  will  result.
